earth, and in quality being identioal with

the atons of which s constructed the
ancient pyramlds of Egypt. From Sher-
man there is s swift duscent to Laramie,
the **Gem of the Rockies,” and the high-
est clty of ils sizs in attitude In the
United Statea,

LARAMIE CITY,

is thls yoar enjoying a boom, It les in
the center of a natural mineral basin,
On the east is the Black Hills range and
acrots the fertile Laramio plalns to the
woeat Is the backbone of the Rockles, com.
prlling Red mountaln, Jelm mountain
and Sheep mountain, backed up by the
Snowy raoge, with Long's peak and other
motntaing in Colorado, 180 miles distant,
fn plaln sight.

Larnmie {s sitnated on the east bank of
the Blg Laramle river, a siream that la
at present swoolen to enormous slze by
the melting snows In the mountalns
Behind It lie the foothills of the great
rauge of which Sherman lo the sammit,
To the wes: i4 tae vast expanss of the
Loramie plaine, bounded only by the
cternal hills and the horlzon,
